This is the fifth in a series on shortened ver- 

sions of the Avionics Fundamentals and Aviation 

Electronics Technician R (Radar) Courses. The 

first four studies indicated that the initial revi- 

sions of the courses led to substantial savings in 
training time, but that the graduates from the 
revised courses were slightly inferior to graduates 
from the original courses on several criteria. It 
was decided that shortened versions of both cour- 
ses should be implemented on an operational ba- 
sis, but that these courses should incorporate cer-
